NEW SKATEBOARD AND SCOOTER RULES 
CALLED UNFAIR 

Last week the Hamptons Police announced new 
rules aimed at reducing the dangers posed by 
skateboards and scooters in the area. The rules 
limit the use of skateboards and scooters to those 
under the age of 30. 

“We'd been noticing for several years that 
the age of the people riding skateboards 
and scooters in the area kept going up,” says 
Hamptons Police spokesman Larry Hirsch. 
“We'd always considered these inherently 


dangerous toys to be a folly of the youth— 
something to ride around on until you got 
your driver’s license—and so we had tolerated 
them. But now we've seen people approaching 
their 40s pushing their aging frames around 
on these things—it’s a problem, because 
they’re injuring themselves and diverting police 
and emergency crews from critical work.” 

The new rules say that police can stop 
any skateboarder or scooter rider whom they 
suspect of being 30 years of age or older. If 
the suspect is 30 or older, or is unable to show 
definite proof of age, the skateboard or scooter 
will be confiscated and he or she will be subject 
to a fine. “Some people might think this is unduly 
harsh,” says Hirsch. “But I’m sorry, a 38-year- 
old does not have the reflexes of a 16-year-old. 
Sooner or later, these guys are gonna be street 
pizza, and we’re supposed to clean that up? 
Not anymore.” 

The announcement of the new rules has caused 
alarm in some quarters. Michael Bauer, who 
runs counseling sessions for men and women 
who are going through mid-life crises, decries 
the police’s actions. “How dare they put up 


barriers for how the middle-aged can choose to 
act out their despair over their lost youth,” says 
Bauer. “If a 42-year-old woman who has never 
ridden a skateboard before in her life decides 
to hop on one and ride it down a hill, that’s her 
right—whether she makes it down in one piece 
or not.” Bauer points out that the standard 
mid-life crisis response—that is, buying a red 
Ferrari and driving around with the top down— 
is not available to those of modest means. “For 
some people, maybe a scooter is all they can 
afford as they try to relive their teenage years. 
This is discrimination, plain and simple.” 

Thus far, the Hamptons Police have 
been unmoved by this criticism of the new 
rules. “As far as we’re concerned, the biggest 
problem is having middle-aged folks who never 
rode a skateboard before in their lives who 
decide that now is the time,” says spokesman 
Hirsch.

My Film Career 


Me and Roger Corman, Rob Lowe, Steven Spielberg & Michelle Pfeiffer

s this weekend is the Hamptons International 

Film Festival (HIFF) and all the bigwig 
producers, directors and distribution company 
executives are in town, I thought I should brag a 
little bit about my acting credentials. 

You might be surprised to learn I was a film 
star. Look me up on IMDB, the film industry 
bible. You will find me there. 

I have an acting credit on a major motion 
picture called Cyclops, starring Eric Roberts, 
which was the brainchild of the king of monster 
movies, Roger Corman. The year was 2007. I 
happened to be free. Mr. Corman’s film was. low 
budget, as are all his films, and it would be shot 
in a fake Roman Coliseum atop a hill outside 
of Sofia, Bulgaria. In one scene, the monstrous 
12-foot-tall one-eyed Cyclops, in chains, is to 
be taken out to the center of the Coliseum for 
armed combat with Roman slaves. A master of 
ceremonies is droning on and on about what is 
to come. The place is packed. But since the crowd 
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Shopping Center, Behind the McDonald's 
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assembled is actually about 100 local Bulgarians 
who know no English multiplied into a crowd 
of 10,000 by CGI, Mr. Corman was seeking 
someone who did speak English to be dressed 
in an important senatorial white toga and stand 
up amidst that crowd and utter the four scornful 
words in the script at the master of ceremonies: 
“Get on with it!” 

I added a scornful wave of my arm to 
these words. I am credited. And thus given space 
in IMDB. 

I should explain how this came about. 
Scoop Wasserstein, my wife’s son, is today a 
filmmaker in Hollywood with his own company, 
but in 2007 he was just out of college and 
looking for his first job. What he got was to be 
Roger Corman’s assistant. He was 23 years old. 
After six months fetching coffee for Roger and 
other things, the master trusted Scoop enough to 
send him to Bulgaria to look after the budgetary 
interests in the making of this film. 

The director of the film was Declan O’Brian, 
and he took a shine to Scoop. He needed an actor , 


to be a young slave in the film. He volunteered 
Scoop. It was to be a small part, but his. first 
part. And when the time came, Scoop invited 
his mother, me and his sister and brother to 
come to Bulgaria for the weekend. It was there 
that Declan plucked me out to become a senator 
and say those unforgettable lines. My wife and 
stepdaughter and stepson were in that quarter- 
scale Coliseum, too. We had a fine time. 

But let me start at the beginning of my long 
career in film. Almost all of it has been in the 
Hamptons. Here are my credits. 


I worked on the set of the horror movie The: 


Flesh Eaters. The year was 1964, I was 25, and 
the set was an isolated ocean beach west of what 
is now known as Umbrella Beach in Montauk, 
where a former Nazi scientist played by Martin 
Koslick produced a chemical brew inside a tent 
that caused a group of small squids to assume 
mammoth proportions, swim out to sea and 
come back to shore to spread havoc amongst the 
local citizenry trying to stop it. The location for 
the laboratory was a tent on the beach, and my 
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job, amongst others, was to jostle the tent flaps 
when the wind howled. I was unseen. It was 
my first assignment. What the hell. 

In 1985, I got a part as an extra in the film 
Sweet Liberty, directed by Alan Alda and 
starring Michael Caine. It was a night scene. 
The filmmakers had rented the entire Main 
Street of Sag Harbor between 2 and 5 a.m., 
sprayed oil on the street to make it look in the 
spotlights as if it was just after a rain, and then 
hired me, my girlfriend at the time, and about 
50 other locals to stroll up and down on the 
sidewalk while Michelle Pfeiffer and a slightly 
drunk Michael Caine stroll down the middle of # 
the empty main street talking to each other. I | 


went to the premiere. My girlfriend and I had on tne set oF “cyctops” 


been cut, our footage spilled out on the cutting 
room floor, as was said in those days. 

I was on the set at the Montauk railroad station 

in 1982 in the middle of another night during 

the making of director Sidney Lumet’s film 
Deathtrap. Young Christopher Reeve gets off the 
train—it’s 3 a.m.— because he slept through the 
station he intended to get off at, Southampton. 

Asa result, he has to take a late-night taxi parked 
at the station back to that town. The woman 
taxi driver, a heavyset local woman with a beat- 
up sedan, helped him and his luggage in and 
proceeded to talk his ear off as he sat in the back. 
I got coffee for the taxi driver between takes. 

I was also paid to be an extra on the Rob Lowe 
film Masquerade in 1987. The scene was shot 
on the beach patio and in the restaurant part of 
what is now the Ocean Resort at Bath & Tennis 
on Dune Road in Westhampton Beach. Rob Lowe 
and some other actor playing a bad guy come 
walking one at a time from the patio and through 
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the dining room, talking at each other. They were 
not getting along. That is the whole scene. 

Our job, and there were about 40 of us, was 
to be sitting at the dining room tables, eating, 
drinking and talking. We do not speak, just 
pretend to be talking. It will be dubbed. Also, we 
do not eat. I was there with another girlfriend. 
We got there at 10 a.m., were assigned to a table 
that had on it two glasses filled with water and 
two plates of salad. We remained there as they 
shot this scene over and over for the next five 
hours, not eating the salad. At one point, I lifted 
a leaf of lettuce and came upon a large dead moth 
under it. How had he died? Salad dressing? I 
never knew. During breaks we were taken to a 
side room that had cream cheese and bagels, 
coffee and soda, where we could stretch our legs, 
talk and eat. We were paid $6 an hour. Seeing the 
film, I came to see that a large pillar blocked the 


view of our table the entire scene. But we were

there, behind it. Another credit. 
I was present as a photographer during 
the shooting of Woody Allen’s film Interiors in 
1977. Actually, I was hiding out in the dunes, 
100 yards from where it was being shot at 
this white beach house off Meadow Lane in 
Southampton. I was hoping to get a picture 
of Mr. Allen if he would come out to stretch 
his legs between takes, which he finally did. 
I published the picture of him I took in Dan’s 
Papers, along with an article about that day, 
bright outside but dark inside. At one time, 
bored out of my mind, I stealthily approached 
the house from the beach side—the shades 
~ were drawn—and actually got into a hallway 

where security people asked what I was doing 
there and then angrily escorted me back out. I 
felt embarrassed and ashamed to be doing this. I 
confess, to this today. Strike this from my IMDB. 

I filled out a form at the Amagansett 
Fire House in 1998 and was selected to be an 
extra in the making of the Steven Spielberg 
executive-produced film Deep Impact, starring 
Robert Duvall, Tea Leoni, Elijah Wood, Vanessa 
Redgrave, Maximilian Schell and Morgan 
Freeman. The film is about a huge comet 
approaching the Earth that crashes into the sea, 
sending this 200-foot tsunami wave sweeping 
across the beach at Amagansett and subsequently 
all of civilization everywhere. We extras were to 
be down on the beach when the tsunami arrives, 
but in the end the film showed the two film stars 
down there on the empty beach, holding each 
other tight as the wave sweeps through. 

Frankly, as I write this, I see how thin my film 
résumé is. But you never know. Anyway, I’m 
available if anyone’s interested. @&

ust before the bulldozers came in and tore up 
the two abandoned buildings facing out onto 

what will now be the beautiful are of beach of 

the upcoming Steinbeck Waterfront Park in Sag 

Harbor, I took a walk through the brambles and 

bushes of that place one last time. One building 

was an abandoned two-story wood-shingled 
former office building with broken windows built 

in the 1970s that somehow got caught up in a 

real estate squabble that resulted in it not having 

access to Main Street. 

The other abandoned building was a puzzle. 
It was a one-story rectangular stone building 
right on the west end of what now will be 
the curving beach. There were rectangular holes 
where windows must have been. There was a 
large entry doorframe, but vines and creatures 
now made it home.

I didn’t think this of any particular interest 
when I first saw it. But then I noticed the remains 
of a concrete road leading to it. This was all 
broken up and covered with weeds. On an old 
1840 map it was called Ferry Road. Walking this 
road going east away from this building got you 
nowhere. It ended buried in the grassy side of 
the North Haven Bridge just about where the 
western abutment is now. . 

But on the old map it did not end buried 
in the abutment of a bridge. There had been 
no bridge yet. Instead, this broken-down road 
continued down to Long Wharf and then on as 
Division Street and ultimately all the way to East 
Hampton. Indeed, on this old map Ferry Road 
was also noted as Route 114. This is where Route 
114, which begins at Town Pond in East Hampton 
and heads to Sag Harbor, would find its dead end 
at the ferry to North Haven. 


Thus, I believed, the building I was looking at 


the Other from 1880 


was the ferry building waiting room for the ferry 
to North Haven. It would come in from North 
Haven. People would meet it there with wagons 
or coaches, to go off with those getting off. Then 
others would get on to go to North Haven. 

Anyway, it’s now all torn out and razed. Nothing 
further there to consider. Probably just a piece of 
unimportant history from a long time ago when 
only ferries took people back and forth between 
North Haven and Sag Harbor. 

This scene, however, has stuck in my mind, 
because there was one thing wrong with it. The 
old abandoned Ferry Road, broken up as it was, 
was paved. They didn’t have paved roads in the 
18th or 19th century. This old ferry dock, if that 
is what it was, was active until recently. 

Could it be there had been a bridge, rather than 
a ferry, to North Haven alongside this building? 
This is well west of where the bridge is now. If 
there was one, it didn’t create the problem of 
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arriving into the grand melée that is where all the 
roads (plus the new bridge) come together now. 
It would have arrived approximately where the 
Post Office is today, on what is now called West 
Water Street. It would have given you the option 
to bypass Sag Harbor Village if you wanted to. 
Just turn right and go behind downtown. 

Talking to the Sag Harbor Historical Society 
people and some people familiar with the history 
of Sag Harbor, I learned that the first bridge 
connecting Sag Harbor to North Haven was built 
in 1799. It is in the minutes of a Village meeting. 
So-and-so wants permission to build a wooden 
bridge between these two entities because he 
wants to build a mill on North Haven and needs 
such a bridge to bring over building materials. 

There are notes in 1840 about building 
a bridge. How long the bridges lasted, we do 
not know. The broken paved road must have 
been a dirt track back then, and maybe that’s 
when the ferry worked for when the wooden 
bridge was out. 

Recently, I found a newer map showing where 
a wooden bridge between these two shores came 
down in Sag Harbor. It also came down where I 
now believed it would, not at Long Wharf, but 
where the post office is. I was having lunch at 
Baron’s Cove in their second-floor dining room 
that overlooks the arc of what is soon to be 
Steinbeck Waterfront Park. Beneath my plate was 
a paper placemat with a map of Sag Harbor made 
around 1880. I publish it as the illustration to this 
story. And there it is, the bridge to North Haven, 
right where the post office is today. 

In 1932, the U.S. government built a very 
serious concrete bridge between Sag Harbor 
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and North Haven. It was part of a government 
works project, WPA, to give people work during 
the Depression. There weren’t a whole lot of 
automobiles back in 1932. There were no endless 
traffic jams. And that 1932 bridge came down on 
the Sag Harbor side not where the post office is 
now, but right into the center of the melée in the 
center of town. Maybe it made sense in 1932. It 
doesn’t now. Traffic on the bridge often backs up 
coming into the melée. 

In 1998, the state declared this bridge too shaky 
for cars. A new bridge would have to be built. 
When planning for it, people urged that it be built 
in the style of the 1932 bridge, with the decorative 
lighting stanchions and railings. And that was 
agreed to. But when the feds said it should be 
placed somewhere else so as not go right into the 
melée—perhaps where the earlier bridge came 
in—the village batted that idea down. This may 
have been a mistake, in my opinion. 

Well, what’s done is done. And yes, I have quite 
gotten myself off-track here. I had been writing 
about what I thought was a ferryboat building. 

So was that concrete ruin a ferry building? 
People have told me that in the 1950s and 
1960s it was a fishing station owned by some 
people called Raynor. That explains the concrete 
road. Before that though, during the era of wooden 
bridges, it might have been the ferry building. We 
are talking layers and layers of history here. 

And, look really closely at that old map near 
to where the Post Office is today. You will see 
railroad tracks. A spur had been built in 1895 
that went from Bridgehampton to Sag Harbor, 
dead-ending just to the west of Long Wharf. In 
1939, it was abandoned as no longer profitable. 


And in 1942, all the railroad tracks were hauled 
off to be used to make ships and aircraft to 
fight World War II. Here on this map, you see 
five or six railroad tracks at the dead end—a 
railroad yard. 

Thank goodness that railroad yard and the 
railroad line from Bridgehampton is gone. It 
is making way for—ta da!—the Steinbeck 
Waterfront Park. This brand new and absolutely 
beautiful waterfront open area with trees and 
grass and a lovely curving beach from which you 
can watch the sun set over the boats is being built 
on a former railroad yard!

Here’s more news about downtown Sag Harbor. 
This spring, dredges came in to deepen the water 
surrounding Long Wharf. If we’re gonna have 
230-foot yachts here, we have to give them the 
necessary draft space underwater. 

The “spoil,” as it was called, was put on a 
barge and taken over to Haven’s Beach, about 
a half-mile down Bay Street. And guess what? 
In this spoil, people with metal detectors have 
found cannon balls. Some may have been used in 
the War of 1812, when there was a battle there. 
They've found kitchen utensils and plates and 
cups. One plate was an expensive proposition 
that must have been made in Britain in the early 
1800s—the equipment to make plates this way 
had not yet arrived in America—and has the 
engraving of the Great Seal of the United States 
of America on it. Imagine that—a country that 


just lost the war that created America getting 
the job to make a plate with that new country’s 
national seal.

ast month, a ship towed a strange two- 

headed floating snake contraption a third-of- 
a-mile in length out into the Pacific Ocean from 
San Francisco Bay. Offshore, the giant snake will 
be undergoing tests. In about 30 days, if this is 
successful, the contraption will head over to the 
Great Pacific Garbage Patch that bobs in the sea 
between Hawaii and California. 

When it gets there, it will be deployed at 
the Garbage Patch’s edge and, using the power 
provided by solar panels, move out with each 
head operating separately to drift and gather 
up some of the plastic laundry baskets, six-pack 
holders, plastic bottles, fishing nets, fallen helium 
Happy Birthday balloons, broken surfboards and 
whatever else has floated off to join this great 
conglomeration that, looking down from space, 
can be seen as some odd roiling object twice the 
size of Texas. After the contraption gnaws away

around the edge and gathers up stuff between 
the curve of its body, which will be “emptied” by 
a freighter that comes over every six weeks or 
so and will, by crane, sprinkle the garbage into 


waiting shipboard containers to be brought back ~ 


to port for safe disposal. 

I shall describe this contraption. Each head 
has a set of solar-powered lights, cameras, 
sensors and satellite antennas that communicate 
with each other. When in motion, the snake 


moves along in a U-shape. Stuff on the surface . 


of the sea can get gathered up in the U. 
A metal screen is attached to the underside of 
the snake for its whole length. The idea is that 
this contraption, left there on its own, bobbing 
in the sometimes huge waves of the ocean, can 
capture a portion of this mass and stuff it into the 
hollow of the U so that, when full—the cameras 
and satellite antennas will confirm it—a freighter 
can come over to take it away. It’s sort of like a 
Roomba vacuum cleaning a living room rug that 
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then gets cleaned out itself to continue on. 

I read about this in the business section of The 
New York Times and it’s datelined San Francisco, 
where Silicon Valley start-ups, bolstered by 
investors, can turn into great successes. This 
one is now underway. Heading it up is this 
24-year-old genius from the Netherlands named 
Boyan Slat, who has so far raised $35 million in 
donations for this effort. He’s right in there with 
other geniuses with odd names: Bezos, Jobs, 


Musk, Slat. 


Slat has said the goal is to remove half of the 
Great Garbage Patch in 10 years. The business 
section lists several prominent Slat backers as 
investors—PayPal co-founder Peter Thiel and 
CEO of Salesforce.com Marc Menioff. To remove 
half the Garbage Patch, Slat intends to deploy 
60 free-floating contraptions in the near future. 
Each will be constructed of a plastic so strong 
it will withstand the towering waves and rough 
treatment it- will encounter and. (After which,

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IT’S A GROVE THING 


The house-within-the-house contains closets and a bath; simple concrete forms in the kitchen and great room 
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This project, known as Grove House, has already 
scooped up a number of prestigious awards, 
including the international 2018 Architizer 
A+Awards Jury Winner in the Private House 
category. The house is arranged as a series of 
gable-shaped forms, each wrapped with wood 
Slats that seamlessly cover both the exteriors walls 
and roof. As is typical of Ferris’s work, the result is 
a building that is both familiar and strikingly new. 


“That is the question—as an architect, how do 
I make you look again? I blur the line between 
familiar and contemporary,” says Ferris. 

The clients, a young couple with children who'd 
purchased a five-acre plot on Mitchell Lane in 
Bridgehampton, wanted a cluster of smaller 
structures, each with a purpose. One for public 
living areas, a private family wing—connected 
via a glass breezeway—and a third building for 
a garage and home office. The wife had been 
getting a spa treatment at Topping Rose House, 
liked Ferris’s work and got in touch. 


The proposed site is surrounded by a ravine, which 
means that the sight lines are of tree tops. “The 
site informed the design: thus the name Grove 
House,’ says Ferris. “From indoors, all you see is the 
grove of trees and the tree canopy.” 


The house is approached by a long driveway, the 
simple forms of the buildings suggesting barns. 
The familiar gable shape has been abstracted and 
distilled into ultimate simplicity. The lower levels 
consist of many simple glass walls, to blur the line 
between modern and traditional. 


One of the ways Ferris abstracted the forms was 
to use the same material up the sides and on 
the roofs. What he chose was garapa, a South 
American wood so hard it’s not nailed down, 
but rather fastened from the back. To create 
the rain screen design for the siding and roof, a 
uniform length was decided for both the siding 
and roofing. This enhances the natural color and 
grain variations of the wood, something that 
will continues to be a part of the design as the 
building weathers.

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732 Hill Street hits the sweet spot for size and price 


HAMPTONS REAL ESTATE IS TREND-DRIVEN Last autumn, the word was that small (meaning 3000 square feet and 
under) was the new large. But that hasn’t panned out, at least according 
to Judi Desiderio, CEO and president of Town & Country Real Estate. “The 
sweet spot for size is 4,000 square feet above grade and another 2,000 in 
the lower level, with sliders to outside.” Gary DePersia at Corcoran agrees, 
saying “I'd say more like 4,000—5,000 square feet above ground plus a 
basement which could bring total to 6,000—7,000 square feet.” 


And how much are buyers willing to pay for this place? $5 million to just 
under $10 million. “I always say, ‘the numbers never lie—according to 
Town & Country’s mid-year home sales report, the $5 million to $9.99 


million market segment rose 59%, more than any other price range,” 
reports Desiderio. 


Mary Slattery of Corcoran says that in her experience, the sweet spot for 
pricing is under $2 million. “Under $1 million is on fire,” she adds. 


Sag Harbor has been the hot neighborhood in the Hamptons for the past few 
years, a trend that shows no sign of abating. But there’s a scrappy newcomer 
to the hot nabe club, and that’s Water Mill. Many agents are reporting a lot 
of interest in the hamlet. Again, according to Desiderio, “The numbers never 
lie. I will defer to the Town & Country sales report: the Bridgehampton area 


(which includes Water Mill) increased 19% year over year for transfer, beating 
all other Hamptons markets.” Slattery says, “Shinnecock Hills seers under- 
valued, so I have had lots of buyers looking in that area. Any location that has 
proximity to water continues to be strong.” 


As for home style, modern seems to get the most press attention, but when 

it comes down to it, many buyers still prefer a traditional Hamptons house. “I 
would say that the prevailing trend is traditional to transitional with a strong 
resurgence of modern,” comments DePersia. Desiderio contends that favored 
styles depend on the market segment. She says that buyers in the $20 million 
to $30 million and up market—the super high end—want the classics. “In the

Another interesting trend is a pool house that is in a painted finish different 
from the main house. Since the pool house is just for fun and relaxation, 
designers are taking more risks here. 


On the interiors, bright colors are out. As for the floors, Broberg says, “Dark 
high gloss is out. Natural is in.” She adds, “Painted wood floors are starting to 
trend--patterns, lots of colors--so much fun!” 


Interior designer Sydney Maag of Sag Harbor is favoring navy for fall. “Navy 
(jewel tone) is handsome, preppy, elegant, timeless, comforting. It is a classic 
that men and women both can relate to,” she says. As an accent to navy, 
Maag likes touches of gold or mustard to add warmth. 


Natural materials are always in style; Maag says she likes rough plaster walls 
in the kitchen to reference the elements of nature, as well as stone floors with 
radiant heating. A great accent, too, she says, is “Bringing the outside inside 
through indoor trees.” 


A trend from last year that has carried over into 2018 is the fully furnished 
spec house. But, warns Desiderio, the furnishings must be very carefully 
selected. She says, “Time is one of the most valuable commodities today. 
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Therefore, when a new home is decorator furnished—as long as it’s very well 
done—then there’s one more reason to select that home over the others on 
the short list.” 


DePersia agrees. “If a new spec home has been nicely staged, often buyers 
will buy some of all the furnishings,” he comments. “Same with older homes if 
furnishings are available. This makes it easier for some buyers to start using a 
home immediately. Of course, later they may replace some furnishings.” 


Outdoor amenities continue to be crucial parts of an East End home. The 
days of a Hamptons home used only in summer are well and truly over. A 
residence needs to have outdoor space that works in the spring and fall as 
well, but this no longer necessarily includes tennis courts, which take up a lot 
of space and are expensive to build and maintain. Instead of tennis, outdoor 
spaces with fireplaces, outdoor kitchens, grills, and firepits are popular. 
Desiderio says, “I use my outdoor kitchen more than my indoor kitchen during 
the season!”

ome is the place where we rest our heads, store our belongings and 
cook our meals, but the most elevated abodes are also gathering 
places for family and friends, full of laughter, joy and bonding. 


Whether it’s with a simple deck of cards, grand rooftop tennis courts or a backyard putting green, games have long been part of recreation on the 


East End. 


Such contest and carousal takes many forms, but when it comes to 
games, discerning Hamptons homeowners want something more 
sophisticated and recherché than paper, plastic and cardboard. To fill 
this need, Westhampton Beach woodworker Jean-Michel Andriot found 
inspiration in one of the world’s oldest games—backgammon. 


“This started like a hobby, totally randomly,” Andriot says in his thick 
French accent, explaining how he went from custom furniture and 
restoration to crafting fine backgammon boards and tables. “Now it 
takes a lot of my time, which I really like.” 


A native of Antibes, between Nice and Cannes on France’s Cote 
d’Azur, Andriot was exposed to European craftsmanship through his 
woodworker grandfather and architect father. He learned to work 
with and love wood before eventually meeting the American who 
would become his wife, Tracy, and following her back to New York in 
2004. After nearly a decade making and restoring furniture for French 
restaurants in the city, Andriot and his wife moved to Westhampton 
Beach, where he launched Studio Jean-Michel. 


“We were just out here a lot,” Tracy says, pointing out that Andriot was 
frequently in the Hamptons seeing friends or working Continued on page 30

for clients, and it offered them a chance to open the studio and be closer 
to nature, especially the water—something he missed since leaving 
France. “It made sense to move here.” 


Andriot’s skill for complex furniture restoration and building custom 
pieces to client specifications drives his bread-and-butter business, but his 
passion has clearly turned toward backgammon, an enduringly popular, 
5,000-year-old game he knew very little about. Oddly, it’s not so much 
the game itself—Andriot still hasn’t learned to play—but the beautifully 
symmetrical boards that captured his imagination. 


“T like the object,” he says, noting that he watched some friends playing 
and couldn't stop thinking about how he might improve and embellish 
the board. The artisan has since delved deep into a rabbit hole of ideas 
and experimentation with results dazzling enough to attract both Quogue 
Gallery and Noted Gallery in Southampton to represent him. 


First, Andriot replaced the 24 slender triangles, called points, with 
alternating surfboards, sometimes leaving classic points in between. These 
new shapes are set against rare wood backgrounds in tasteful colors, and 
then sealed under a thick layer of pourable epoxy. “I’m trying to give 

it a third dimension, with the water,” he says, describing how his small 
surfboards appear to float beneath the clear resin. 


As the work evolved, Andriot began adding uncommon materials, like rare 
quilted maple veneer, which presents the illusion of textured beach sand 
in its natural state, or a choppy ocean surface when stained blue or green. 
“To find the right piece can take a week,” he says of the scarce wood. “It’s 
very difficult to source.”

But Andriot gets his thrills from exotic materials, especially when 
assembled in surprising combinations. While he continues the surfboard 
series, Andriot’s penchant for innovation has led to new backgammon 
boards with delicate, hand-poured pewter points, copper teardrop points 
with gorgeous green patinas, and slightly more traditional boards with 
points in a variety of enticing woods. 


He’s already delivered a number of commissioned boards made according 
to his clients’ desires, matching the colors and materials in their home, 
adding their names or initials to boards or personalized chip and dice 
caddies and boxes, along with other, more creative requests. “People come 
with their own ideas and it’s up to me to make it happen,” he says. 


Andriot made a set with surfboards in two shades of blue for 
Westhampton’s Dune Deck Beach Club, their name perfectly printed 

in the center, and it’s attracted members, including some celebrities, 

to play regular games. “They have a drink and play,” he says, recalling 
how surprised the club owners were at backgammon’s popularity. “It’s a 
conversation piece; it puts people together.” 


Another client tasked Andriot with making every other point a tiny copy of 
a surfboard from her collection, and he didn’t miss a detail. “It was a real 
challenge to do that,” he says of the one-of-a-kind board, adding, “Art is a 
school of patience and humility; you never know where it’s going.” 


Moving forward, Andriot is continuing to try new things and enjoying the 
spirit of invention that got him this far. “I will work with new materials. 
That’s what I like—there’s so much to learn,” he says. “Now I’m thinking 
about chess.”

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New Executive Director Gram Slaton on

esthampton Beach Performing Arts 

Center (WHBPAC), an East End staple 
for 20 years, is under new leadership, with 
industry veteran Gram Slaton taking the reins 
from former Executive Director Clare Bisceglia. 
Slaton talks about where WHBPAC’s been, where 
it’s going and his plans for the beloved venue. 
Tell us about your background in 
arts management. 

I’ve been running performing arts centers for 
27 years. I started with what’s now known as The 
Egg in Albany; it was known as the Empire State 
Performing Arts Center. I was there for two-and- 
a-half years, before moving to Pennsylvania to 
run a newly revived 2,100-seat performing arts 
center called the Community Arts Center and 
I was there for 12 years before moving to 
Colorado to run the Wheeler Opera House, which 
is 500 seats, a lot smaller. But much like out here, 
it was a high-profile audience and, because of 
the allure of the town, we were able to get great 
talent that really shouldn’t have been playing a 
500-seat theater...then I worked at the Grand 
Opera House in Macon, Georgia, helping to lead 
it through some important renovations, and then 
came up here. 

What’s your vision for WHBPAC? 

I think Clare did an outstanding job getting 
it through its first 20 years. It’s really hard to 
make a little facility like this work, no matter how

wealthy your clientele is during 
the summer. The approach 
was similar to what a venue 
should be like in its first 10 
years when you're in survival 
mode, so we're a little behind in 


where we recognize where our 
successful assets are, like our 
arts education program, that 
still have the potential to grow. 
As we move into a mature phase 
we're always going to need 
fundraising, but we should be 
doing all we can to maximize 
the assets we’ve got, like the 
bar, and rentals during the off- 
season, and coordinating with 
other arts groups on the island. 


GRAM SLATON 


‘We were up at Sylvester Manor on Shelter Island 


and they’ve got a lot of potential for us to work 
together. So really just being really more of a 


regional asset and being an important asset for _ 


the East End of Long Island. That’s my initial 
thoughts after two months on the job. 

How will you work with other East End 
arts outlets? 

We're already working with some of them. 
We're doing cross-promotions with Patchogue 
Theatre. So they've got a show, and if I look 
and see it’s not compromising anything we’re 
doing here, I’m like ‘of course, let’s be a good 


neighbor,’ and to your patrons, 
let them know something they 
want to see is worth driving 
over. We're also working with 
Guild Hall in East Hampton 
where we'll do block bookings 
and split a weekend with 
them. The old rules about not 
having anyone within 75 miles 
of you doing the same show, 
that doesn’t really apply. We 
can both have the same thing 
yand that’s better for both of 
2 us. And there’s a group called 
=the Hamptons Arts Network 
5 = that’s just forming now that we 
2 haven't participated in before. 

but it’s everything from Bay 
Street to Guild Hall to Parrish 
Art Museum. There’s about 20 of us really 
working together to see if we can get a really 
coordinated arts scene out here that’s a better 
attraction for people in western Long Island and 
New York City if they just want to come out for 
a weekend. Especially in the winter. Who wants 
to be in New York City in the winter? It’s a little 
gray out here, but it’s not as Midnight Cowboy 
as in the city! To me it’s low hanging fruit for us, 
that we can be a good neighbor. That’s part of 
my emphasis right now, is opening the doors and 
making sure we stay busy because a dark night at 
the theater is a missed opportunity.

HIFF Highlights the Best of Would Cinema 


ow in its 26th year, the Hamptons 

International Film Festival (HIFF) is an 
annual East End staple. Under the direction of 
Artistic Director David Nugent, the festival has 
thrived and become an important film industry 
event. HIFF returns from October.4—8 to cinema 
venues throughout the Hamptons. 

“It's our 26th year,” Nugent marvels, 
admitting that last year’s 25th anniversary was 
“a massive endeavor.” Nugent is excited for this 
year’s films. “We've got a really strong lineup,” 
he says, adding that he searched far and wide to 
develop the program. “It’s not that we’re looking 
for any particular film; we’re at the mercy of 
the films that are produced each year. So I have 
a group of people who work really hard, and 
we go to Sundance, Berlin, Cannes, Toronto... 
our executive director [Anne Chaisson] went 
to Telluride.” 

The festival opens with the East Coast premiere 
of Sara Colangelo’s The Kindergarten Teacher, 
and closes with Joel Edgerton’s Boy Erased. 
This year’s Spotlight Films, which are some of 
this fall’s more anticipated pictures, include Peter 
Hedges’ Ben is Back, Shawn Snyder’s To Dust, Ashgar 
Farhadi’s Everybody Knows, Peter Farrelly’s Green 
Book, George Tillman Jr.’s The Hate U Give, Matthew 
Heineman’s A Private War, Emilio Estevez’s The 
Public, Paul Dano’s Wildlife, Alfonso Cuarén’s Roma, 
and Rupert Everett’s The Happy Prince. 

It’s a rich slate of films, to be sure. There are also 
special events, such as the “A Conversation With...” 
series. This year, director Damien Chazelle will 
be on-hand to discuss his latest work, First Man.

Chazelle, 32, won the Oscar for La La Land. Look for A 
Conversation With... to also include Maggie Gyllenhaal 
(starring in The Kindergarten Teacher), and Estevez, 
who will discuss The Public. “He’s blossomed into a 
talented filmmaker,” Nugent notes. 

Also unique to HIFF is the Views from Long Island 
series, which includes Khalik Allah’s Black Mother, 
Emily Anderson’s short Only the Wind Is Listening 
and Michael Dweck’s documentary The Last Race. 
“Michael Dweck is a photographer out here. The Last 
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Race is a beautifully shot documentary, and 
it’s done with someone with an eye for great 
visuals,” says Nugent. 

This year’s festival will also highlight films 
that tackle the #MeToo movement, including 
Tom Donahue’s documentary This Changes 
Everything. “It’s about female representation 
in Hollywood,” explains Nugent. “This Changes 
Everything [shows how] depictions of women, 
even in cartoon characters, set people up for a 
lifelong vision of what women’s roles should 
be.” The film features Geena Davis, Meryl 
Streep, Natalie Portman and other female 
Hollywood stars. 

Nugent is thrilled with how far the Hamptons 
International Film Festival has come. “I think 
we continue to work on what our strengths 
are,” he says. “The last eight years, a film in the 
festival has gone on to win best picture at the 
Oscars, so a lot of people get excited. [Films in 
the festival garnered] 47 Oscar nominations 
last year. We screen a lot of foreign language 

titles which go on to be nominated.” Nugent also 

wants audiences to know that Florian Henckel von 
Donnersmarck’s Never Look Away, which Germany 
selected as its Oscar entry, was just added to the lineup .

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Jeff LeBlanc’s Westhampton Homecoming 


ailing from Center Moriches, Jeff LeBlanc 
H got his start playing guitar on the streets of 
Westhampton. Now he’s performing at Westhampton 
Beach Performing Arts Center (WHBPAC) for a second 
time on Saturday, October 6. 

Soon after receiving his first guitar around the age of 
17, LeBlanc’s friends asked him to begin playing with 
them. “I literally knew how to play three songs,” he 
admits. The group of amateurs was given the chance to 
perform in front of Beach Bakery, and that first show 
was less than stellar. “We played [the same] five songs 
over and over and over again. It was so bad!” 

Determined to hone his skill, LeBlanc taught himself 
many songs over the course of the next year and began 
playing starter shows with friends every weekend. He 
continued to accept small gigs around the village, and

credits the experience for building his stage presence 
and confidence in front of an audience. “I look back 
on those days with great fondness,” he reminisces. “It 
seems like not that long ago, but to come from [Beach 
Bakery] being my biggest gig, to coming back to the 
[WHBPAC] now for a second time, is kind of surreal.” 

As much as LeBlanc enjoyed music during his 
young adulthood, he always thought of it as a hobby. 
He attended Sacred Heart University in Connecticut 
and received the degree required to teach middle/ 
high school social studies. “That’s what I thought 
I'd be doing, but [music] was the hobby that turned 
into a job,” he notes. He performed more and more 
frequently, until eventually he realized that at five or 
more gigs per week, he’d found his career. 

The shift in focus, which was ultimately met with 
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great success, came with plenty of challenges. “The 
part of the job that gets me mental is the uncertainty 
of it,” LeBlanc points out. “You'll be on a tour; you’re 
eating great catering; you're hanging out with a major 
artist on a tour bus, and then two months later, you 
don’t know what’s gonna happen next. Whereas, if you 
were-teaching eighth grade, you’d know what you were 
gonna do every year.”

Part of what makes the job so stressful—and all the 
more rewarding—is being a team of one. LeBlanc has 
had managers and agents in the past, but he’s found 
that he can’t sit idly waiting for a gig to come to him. 
He prefers to hustle and make things happen. “It’s 
an exhausting experience sometimes, because you’ve 
got to write the songs; you've got to record the songs; 
you’ve got to book the shows, advance all the hotels 
and everything. I’m doing the job of many people, but 
sometimes you work harder for yourself than someone 
else would work for you,” he says. 

LeBlanc’s efforts have certainly paid off, with three 
of his albums reaching top 20 on the iTunes Singer/ 
Songwriter Chart. He’s played sold-out solo shows and 
TV spots, toured the country with Gavin DeGraw, Boz 
Scaggs, Chris Isaak, Daughtry and others, and opened 
for top comedians Paul Reiser and Sandra Bernhard. 
Although what he finds most rewarding is connecting 
with people through his music. “That’s the kind of stuff 
that keeps you going,” he says. 

Released this year, the romantic “Way You Are” is 
LeBlanc’s latest single and is to be followed by more 
singles in the coming months. His smooth, dreamy pop 
is available for streaming on Spotify and iTunes. 

LeBlanc is eagerly awaiting his return home to the 
Westhampton Beach stage. “Coming back a second 
time is a dream come true, not to sound corny,” he 
remarks. “It’s crazy how you can envision something, 
and then it actually happens.” He’s ready to wow the 
audience with his music, new and classic, and is backed 
by a full band, including Snarky Puppy trumpeter Mike 
Maher. “The first show was such a big deal to go from 
the bakery to WHBPAC, but now I want to show you 
what I’ve been up to and take it to the next level.” ga

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Theater Reuiew: “The Addams Family” at Theatre Three 


he Addams Family musical 

at Theatre Three in Port 
Jefferson isn’t creepy or kooky, 
mysterious or particularly 
spooky—but it is a lot of fun. 
A surprisingly down-to-earth 
musical about a family dealing 
with change in the most absurd 
ways possible, The Addams 
Family is sure to warm the hearts 
of everyone in attendance. 

All of the iconic characters from 
Charles Addams’ cartoons are 
present. There’s patriarch Gomez 
(played by Matt Senese), wife

Uncle Fester breaks the fourth 
wall to fill the audience in on story 
details, namely that Wednesday 
has fallen in love with Lucas 
Beineke (Matt Paredi), a “normal” 
boy, and that his parents Mal 
(Steve Ayle) and Alice (Linda 
May) are coming over for dinner. 
| Wednesday is nervous about the 
conservative Beinekes meeting 
her macabre-loving family, and 
even more nervous to announce 
that she and Lucas are engaged. She discloses her 
engagement to Gomez and makes him promise not to 
tell Morticia, which leads to all sorts of hijinks—secrets 
come out in the funniest ways possible, the Beinekes 
are alternately horrified and intrigued by the Addams’ 
eccentric ways, a storm keeps anyone from leaving the 
Addams’ mansion and Pugsley takes drastic measures 
to keep Wednesday from leaving the family. 

The Addams Family is directed by Theatre Three’s 
Executive Artistic Director Jeffrey Sanzel, and his 
staging is fast, fluid and effective. Randall Parsons’ set, 
which employs rotating, moving pieces to represent 
the Addams mansion, Central Park and the family 
cemetery, makes for clever transitions. 

Senese, Conner and Murphy have the most to 
do as Gomez, Morticia and Wednesday, and all three 
actors are more than up to the task. Senese and 
Conner share a fun chemistry and easy rapport, while 
Murphy’s strong singing voice shines in various songs, 
including “One Normal Night.” Conner does not 
miss a beat playing Morticia with all the idiosyncrasies 
one would expect of the character while still 
humanizing her as a devoted wife and caring 
mother. Grossman is hilarious as Uncle Fester, who 
constantly stops the show with one-liners and random 
impressions—his Alfred Hitchcock is spot-on. The 
ensemble—presented as ghostly Addams ancestors 
who are unable to return to the world of the dead until 
Wednesday and Lucas are united in love—is full of 
strong dancers and singers. 

The show itself doesn’t take too many risks, but 
it doesn’t have to; the characters are charming and 
familiar, while the story is the stuff of an audience- 
pleasing sitcom. Marshall Brickman and Rick Elice’s 
script is laced with jokes, most of which are family 
friendly but with an extra edge that adults will 
appreciate. Andrew Lippa’s songs are at their best 
when they feel like songs only the Addams family could 
sing; “One Normal Night,” “Just Around the Corner” 
and the rousing opening and finale, “When You're an 
Addams” are positively delightful. Some songs, such 
as “The Moon and Me,” in which Uncle Fester sings a 
love song to the moon, sound lovely but feel as though 
they could be in any musical. Still, this two-hour show 
moves at a nice, thoroughly enjoyable pace. 

The Addams Family is easy to recommend to 
theatergoers looking for a traditional, crowd-pleasing 
romp. While the story is predictable and at times 
overly familiar, Theatre Three’s production is top- 
notch, with a strong cast and clever production design. 
By the end of the night, you'll be snapping your fingers 
to the familiar theme. Go pay them a call. @&

ith more than 40 vendors, the 

Westhampton Beach Farmers 
Market held on the Village Green in 
Westhampton Beach is the East End’s 
largest, most popular weekly farmers 
market and frequent winner of the annual 
Dan’s Best of the Best Farmers Market 
award. At this time of year, it’s still going 
strong. In fact the Westhampton Beach 
Farmers Market stays open as late as any 
of our other markets, through October 
27, every Saturday 9 a.m.—1 p.m. 

What can you expect to find in season 
at our local farmers markets these days? 
Quite a bit. Some local plants take a 
break during the heat of summer and 
come back now in the cooler weather, like 
Asian greens, broccoli, leeks, lettuces, 
radishes, scallions and spinach. Favorite 
fall foods include: acorn squash, apples, 
blackfish, Brussels sprouts, buttercup 
squash, butternut squash, cabbage 
cauliflower, celeriac, 
cider, codfish, cranberries, gooseberries, 
ground cherries, hazelnuts, horseradish, hubbard 
squash, Jerusalem artichokes, kabocha squash, kiwi 
berries, kuri squash, paw paws, pears, pumpkins, late 
raspberries, romanesco, Swiss chard, turkey, turmeric, 
turnips and venison. 

And a number of summer plants are hanging on, like 
cherry tomatoes, eggplant, fennel, figs, and peppers. 

Of course every angler knows that the fall is the 
season of the biggest striped bass run on the East End. 

We East Enders enjoy many local products year-

round, such as arugula, beets, carrots, cheese, clams, 
cornmeal, dried beans, duck, eggs (though the egg 
supply drops considerably as the days grow shorter), 
fish, ginger, honey, kale, kelp, maple syrup, meats, 
microgreens, oysters, parsley, potatoes, sea sek 
sprouts, turnips and wheat berries. 

Other area farmers markets that are still open 
include: Montauk Farmers Market on the Montauk 
Village Green, on Saturday, October 6 and Sunday, 
October 7; Southampton Farmers Market, 25 
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Jobs Lane, Sunday October 7, 9 a.m. 
—2 p.m.; Flanders Farm Fresh Youth 
Farmers Market, 655 Flanders Road, 
Saturdays, 10 a.m.—1 p.m. through 
October 20; Greenport Farmers 
Market, 1405 Moores Lane, Saturdays, 
10 a.m.—2 p.m. through October 27; 
Sag Harbor Farmers Market on Bay 
Street, Saturdays, 9 a.m.—1 p.m. through 
October 27; Springs Farmers Market 
at Ashawagh Hall, 780 Springs-Fireplace 
Road, Saturdays, 9 a.m.—1 p.m. through 
October 27. 

Don’t confuse our farmers markets 
with our East End farm stands. A farmers 
market is defined as multiple farmers 
selling directly to the consumer. They 
give you an opportunity to “put faces 
on your food” and to ask the experts 
your burning produce-related questions. 
Of course, Westhampton Beach Farmers 
Market vendors include bakers such as 
Blue Duck Bakery and Isabel’s Pastries, 

as well as other producers, in addition 
to farmers from Garden of Eve Farm and Sang Lee 
Farms. Farm stands are extensions of our local farming 
businesses, typically located on a farm property 
and selling mainly the produce and products of the 
given farm. 

What should you take with you to a farmers market, 
besides curiosity and an appetite? Plenty of cash, 
especially small bills, as not all vendors can accept 
other forms of payment, and heavy-duty tote bags to 
carry your haul away.

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may also bring along used plastic and 
paper bags to give to the farmers who are 
happy to re-use them. Many vendors are 
also pleased to have egg cartons, canning 
jars and cardboard pint and quart boxes 
returned to them for re-use. 

Definitely bring some wipes along. 
Picnic supplies such as _ flatware, 
a cutting board and knife, plates and 
drinking glasses could also serve 
you well. 

Consider leaving your recipes and 
pets at home. It’s far better to see what 
looks good at the market and cook from 
there than it is to go with a long list 
of ingredients that you may or may not 
find in one market. Remember, seasonal 
foods are often best when prepared simply. And 
though your dog may be perfect in every way, any 
canine can become over-stimulated in a bustling 
setting full of food. 

In addition to the farmers market, when visiting

Five Questions to Answer Before Buying a Second Home

that it will not be a stretch for you. 
If you can afford to pay cash for the 
property, the question is whether that is 
the most effective use of your available 
funds compared to investing it in 
other ways.
